God?  Again ,  the  bare  motion 
of  the  heavens  and  earth  is  a 
demonstration  of  the  existence 
of  God.  In  treating  of  the 
motion  of  the  heavenly  bodies, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  take  in 
that  of  the  earth  also.  And 
here  there  are  two  things  that 
are  manifest  demonstrations  of 
the  presence  and  management 
of  God,  namely •,  that  such  bo- 
dies should  move  at  all,  and 
that  their  motion  is  so  regular.
